13  All  prospective  Bidders  who  are  al¬ 
lowed  the  opportunity  to  examine  lots  prior  to 
the  sale  shall  personally  assume  all  responsi¬ 
bility  for  any  damage  they  cause  in  so  doing. 
Goldberg  shall  have  sole  discretion  in  deter¬ 
mining  the  value  of  the  damage  caused,  which 
shall  be  promptly  paid  by  the  prospective  Bid¬ 
der. 

14  Title  to  any  lot  remains  with  Con¬ 
signor,  any  secured  party  of  the  Consignor, 
or  assignee  of  Consignor,  as  the  case  may 
be,  until  the  lot  is  paid  for  in  full  by  Purchaser. 
Goldberg  reserves  the  right  to  require  pay¬ 
ment  in  full  before  delivering  any  lot  to  the 
successful  Purchaser. 

15  It  is  the  Purchaser’s  responsibility 
and  obligation  to  have  the  lots  fully  insured 
while  in  his  or  her  possession.

Marshal  Tuan  Chi  Jui  was  twice  in  power.  As  a  Chief  of  the 
Anfu  political  party,  he  became  Vice-President  after  the  death 
of  Yuan  Shih-kai  in  1916,  but  was  dismissed  from  that  position 
by  General  Li  Yuan  Hung.  In  1924  Tuan  Chi  Jui  once  again 
came  to  power  as  acting  President  of  the  Chinese  Republic  until 
he  was  crowned  out  of  office  in  1926  shortly  after  a  severe  riot 
at  Peking.  Tuan  Chi  Jui  made  a  name  for  himself  in  China 
largely  though  his  early  military  accomplishments.

Hunch-backed,  treacherous,  a  child-murderer  and  so  obvi¬ 
ously  evil  that  dogs  barked  at  him-  this  is  the  popular  view 
of  Richard  III,  largely  derived  from  the  character  portrayed 
in  Shakespeare's  play.  There  is,  however,  no  evidence  that 
he  was  deformed-on  the  contrary,  he  seems  to  have  been  a 
remarkably  handsome  man-  and  there  is  little  evidence  of 
anything  untoward  about  his  personality. 

Richard  was  in  his  early  thirties  when  he  came  to  the 
throne.  His  was  a  brief  reign,  but  it  was  eventful.  The  bail 
system  for  accused  persons  was  introduced,  compulsory 
gifts  from  individuals  to  the  monarch  (benevolences)  were 
abolished  and  the  foundation  of  the  College  of  Arms 
brought  order  from  chaos.  The  King  also  promoted  educa¬ 
tion,  endowing  colleges  at  Cambridge.  Nevertheless,  the 
suspicions  that  Richard  had  had  a  hand  in  the  disappear¬ 
ance  of  the  princes  (the  12  year  old  Edward  V  and  his 
younger  brother  Richard)  last  seen  in  the  grounds  of  the 
Tower  of  London  in  September  1483,  undermined  his  pop¬ 
ularity. 

In  August  1485,  Henry  Tudor,  who  had  been  biding  his 
time  in  Brittany,  France,  landed  in  Wales  with  3,000  French 
mercenaries  and  marched  inland,  picking  up  considerable 
support  as  he  went.  Richard  III  was  essentially  double- 
crossed  by  his  own  supporters  who  were  in  communica¬ 
tion  with  Henry  Tudor  and,  with  the  small  number  of 
troops  which  remained  loyal  to  him  Richard  was  killed  at 
Bosworth  Field,  near  Leicester.  The  battle  ended  the  War  of 
the  Roses.  The  Tudors  has  arrived!

Seldom  attributed  to  any  particular 
purpose,  but  probably  the  work  of  John  Croker,  who  seems  to  have  been  responsible  for  the  experimental  portraits  all  done  within  a  few 
years  of  this,  probably  including  those  used  on  the  piedfort  Proof  halfcrowns,  the  "flaming  hair"  shillings  (S.3515),  and  the  gold  pieces  of  1701 
featuring  the  king  adorned  in  what  must  be  a  fancy  periwig  hairpiece.  The  5  Guinea  coin,  of  course,  shows  this  wonderfully  detailed,  deeply 
cut  engraving  off  to  best  advantage.  Seems  better  than  the  numerical  grade  given  as  the  surfaces  are  glassy  or  prooflike  and  gleaming  with 
luster,  and  it  is  exceptionally  well  struck  even  for  this  style.  The  king's  locks  are  engraved  as  a  chisel  might  cut  into  the  finest  marble,  of  excep¬ 
tional  fineness,  and  the  reverse  design  is  equally  bold.  The  gold  itself  is  lovely,  without  flaws  of  any  real  note,  tied  with  the  best  of  these,  as 
several  exist  in  Mint  State.
